A “Cordial” Meeting 


The day has come and gone. The student presidents 
have had their long awaited interview with the Premier of 
the Province. And just as everyone had predicted, Mr. 
Duplessis settled the student problem by adroitly proving 
that both points of view had equal merit. 


The Premier began the meeting by dispelling any 
doubts the student leaders may have had concerning his 
willingness to discuss grants to universities. He declared 
in no uncertain terms that the problem of aid to universities 
was not the responsibility of students and that he had no 
intention of wasting valuable time reviewing it. 


The student leaders apparently agreed. Considering 
the tone of their statements issued before the meeting and 
their insistence on vital importance of statutory grants, 
this acceptance of Mr. Duplessis’ position is quite a retreat. 
To neglect the main issue iy to have accomplished next to 








nothing. 


We have, of course, not as yet heard both sides of the 
story. Mr. Duplessis has said nothing about the interview, 
except that it was “cordial”. This can be taken to mean 
that the proceedings went his way and that the students 


made no “childish demands” such as statutory grants.

One other disappointing feature of the interview was 
the fact that the famous student brief, the presentation 
of which was the reason for the meeting, was not presented 
to the Premier. No reason was given by the presidents for 
the failure to carry out their intended mission, but it must 
be concluded that the Premier was not interested in any 
student report which might have shown how backward this 
Province really is, educationally. The meeting was ap- 
parently so “cordial” that the students forgot what they 
had come for. 


The results of this meeting cannot be truly evaluated 
until the new legislation is introduced in the Assembly. It 
appears obvious that statutory grants will not be brought 
up and that the existing loan system will be enlarged. In 
other words, we are right back where we started except 
that we have met the Premier and he can tell the electors 
about his ‘cordial’? meeting and sincere interest in educa- 
tion and student problems. It is now our duty to tell the 
electors the truth and to continue our campaign with added 


The Official Story 


After‘several hours of serious deliberation, the student 
Presidents released a statement about their meeting with 
the Premier. The interview had lasted more than two hours, 
but exactly just was said will never be known, 


All we can know is what the Presidents released, and 
that is not a great deal. For the benefit of students who 
may wonder exactly what was accomplished in this histo- 
ric interview, we publish the Presidents’ statement in full. 


Press Release 


Following their request for an Interview, the six student pre- 
sidents of the universities of the Province of Quebec were received 
by the Prime Minister this morning to present their suggestions 


concerning the proposed government legislation. 


Not Iknowing in advance the nature of this proposed legislation, 
the Presidents and their councils drew up a brief summarising their 
position with respect to the financing of Education and of students, 


The subject of the interview.dealt only with.the proposed gov- 
ernment legislation concerning financial aid to students. On this ques- 
tion our suggestions were to the effect that the number of bursaries 
und scholarships be increased, that the amount of these be also 


raised, with the reimbursable portion being abolished, and that a. 


loan system, subject to certain conditions, be established in order 
to help students who find themselves in need of emergency finan- 
cing. 3 

The Prime Minister said that he would take into consideration 
our stiygestions in the formulation of his proposed legislation. 


The Prinie Minister, in answer to our suggestions, said that the 
number or bursaries is increased annually. 


Concerning l'Aide à la Jeunesse, Mr, Sauvé told us that. he 
could recommend to the Cabinet that the amount of these bursaries 
be increased with respect to the reimbursable portion. This would 
spores to be the system of-loans which will be presented. The Prime 
Minister stated ct the beginning of the interwiew that government 


grants to the universitics were not the direct concern of students, 


and thus they were not discussed, 


_ The Prime Minister recognized that the possibility of increased 
tuition fees could be a cause of financial problems to the students 
and that he would consider this aspect of the situation. At the end 
of this mecting of more than two hours, we expressed our wish that 
such a meeting be repeated annually, and the Prime Minister said 


that he is always prepared to meet. the representatives o stu- 
dents to discuss their problem.

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Students Outline Problems 


- Text of Education Briet 


The following is the full 
text of the supplement to 
the student brief which was 
to be presented by the As- 
sociation of the Student 
Councils of the Universities 
of the Province of. Quebec to 
the Prime Minister of the 
Province of Quebec. The 
brief was not presented. 

In the introduction to the 
“Brief of the students of the 


Quebec Universities on the finan- — 


cial conditions of a University 
Education in this Province” 
which we submitted to you atthe 
beginning of this year, we brought 
to the attentidn of the Provincial 
Government the fact that “ac- 
cess to a University Education 
remains, in this Province, for the 
most part, a privilege of the ma- 
terially more fortunate classes”. 
This undisputable fact remains 
the paramount reason for our last 
request for this interview. 

We would like’ to present a 
brief summary of our view of the 
problem, and our proposed solu- 
tions. 

At the moment, well over fifty 
percent of the students enrolled 
in Quebec's six Universities come 
from the higher income classes of 
our society, These classes cons- 
titute only one tenth of the po- 
pulation of the Province. Conse- 
quently, many children of farm- 
ers, labourers and of others ma- 
terially less fortunate, are unable 
to reap the benefits of’ Higher 
Education even though they are 
academically capable. We believe 
that the sole criterion for entran- 
ce to University should be intel- 
lectual aptitude, 

The economic selection begins 
at the Primary and Secondary le- 
‘vels, We believe that the Govern- 
ment should remove all the fin- 
ancial obstacles which remain 
here, as recommended in several 

‘Briefs. 

All who have the capacity 
should be able to go freely 
through the Primary and Secon- 
dary levels, whether it be in pub- 
lic schools or in the Classical Col- 
leges. In this manner all those 
who are qualified will be enabled 
to reach the threshold of the Uni- 
versity, 

With respect to the universi- 
ties, in order that intellectual abi- 
lity be the sole criterion for ad- 
mission, we must ensure that 
each student in need can obtain 
sufficient financial assistance to 
permit him to complete his stu- 
dies. These scholarships and bur- 
saries must be adequate enough 

‘to provide for both tuition fees 
and living expenses which the 


student is unable to meet, even: 


with the help of his parents. 
Because such a system directly 
concerns the students, we believe 
that the student population 
should be represented on any 


committee which might be ap- - 


pointed to administer such aid. 
A system of loans js useful in 
aiding students to overcome 
emergency situations. However, 
if such a system were adopted as 
the fundamental or as the only 
solution to the problems inher- 
ent in our present educational 
system, then the situation could 
only degenerate. In fact, this so- 


‘lution would permit an increase 


in tuition fees, and thu: the cost 
of-a University Education would 
remain prohibitive to many indi- 
viduals desirous and capable of 
enrolling in a University. 

For many young people of the 
materially less fortunate classes, 
the prospect of having to repay a 


a ieee À 


considerable sum of money is an 
insurmountable obstacle. The most 
needy students thus hesitate to 
commit themselves to such a 
heavy obligation. — 

In the last analysis, the financ- 
ing of Education is not complete 
without reference to Government 
Grants, It is essential that the 
universities receive grants from 
the Provincial Government which 
are both larger and statutory. 
These grants are of primary im- 
portance, for without this aid the 
universities face deficits which 
they can only meet by raising stu- 
dent fees, The periodic raising of 
fees, instead of decreasing them, 
can only perpetuate a situation 
which is deplorable, i.e. that “ac- 
cess to a University Education re- 
mains, in this Province, a privi- 
lege of the materially more for- 
tunate class”. 

Moreover, in order to meet an 
increase in the number of stu- 
dents, the universities must _ex- 
pand their facilities. They cannot 
do this without Government aid. 


CONCLUSIONS 

The removal of financial obs- 
tacles at all levels of education 
will make ability the sole crite- 
rion for admission to University. 
In conformity with all enlighten- 
ed societies, our present society 
is increasingly dependent on aca- 
demically trained persons. It 
would be unfortunate if society 
were to sacrifice such a valuable 
resource by not permitting all 
youth with the requisitability to 
develop their potential. | 

We therefore conclude with the 
following recommendations: 


1, That there be no financial 
obstacles to Primary and Se- 
condary Education. 

2. That the number of bursa- 
ries of the ‘Ministere de 
l'Aide a la Jeunesse” be in- 
creased, 

3. That the amount of these 
bursaries-be augmented to 
include both tuition fees 
and living expenses when 
necessary. 

4. That the clause stipulating 
that a part of these bursa- 
ries be remitted to the Go- 


vernment by the beneficia- 


ries be abolished. 


5. That the principle of annual 


“her capita” grants to uni- 
versities, with fixed pay- 
ment dates, be recognized 
in the form of legal statu- 
tes, and that these statutes 
provide a method of distri- 
bution as well as a method 
for making periodic adjust- 
ments,

through personal initiatives, He 
implied that he would raise the 
amount of these bursaries, mainly 
Nowe yer in the reimbursable por- 
tion, 


In regard to provincial grants, 
Mr. Duplessis’ view was that this 
was a matter not within the com- 
petence of the students, but one 
which related to their administra- 
tion. We concluded in our brief 
that in that they related to tuition 
fees the matters were inseperable. 

The problem of student finances 
cannot be concluded until the ques- 
tion of grants is settled. The Pre- 
mier agreed that high fees would 
defeat the ends of a student aid 
program and he said he would 
considez this aspect. We hope that 
a satisfactory solution will be 
reached,
